"And it will come thitm gn a back- 
to-the-land movement,” 
Ford reiterated his criticism 
of 
“certain financial interests” which. 
lie said, would like to bring about 
another war. 
“.Somebody once said that 60 fam ­ 
ine destinies—o f 
the nation,” Ford said. 
“I might 
well lie sail! that if somebody would 
focus the spotlight on 25 persons who 
handle the 
nations finances, 
the 
worlds real war makers would lie 
brought into hold relief.” 
Veterans in Shape Policies 
The motor m anufacturer said vet­ 
erans ut the World war would have 
an increasing part in shaping the 
future of the nation's affairs, charged 
once more that some financial inter­ 
ests “seek to control 1*xk1 prices” and 
declined to discuss for publication 
ids call at th*1 White House. 
Ford said there was nothing about 


his recent visit to Wall Street to see

I have known Mr. Mor­ 
gan for many years. He backed and 
supported Thomas Edison, w'ho was 
also my good friend.”

Ford 
explained

the futility, the tragedy of war; 


J they know what they got out of the 
World war and wfhat they may hope 
j to get out of another such conflict.” 
“We have here," Ford said in re­

j into a nation-wide undertaking with
